Side by 
side with it was the much-discussed. ‘* con- 
servation’’ policy of Theodore Roosevelt,

“ One word, however, in passing. Increased 
output of milk by itself may have disastrous 
results.

EFFECT OF PHOSPHATES

Last year plots were laid down at 43 centres 
in Counties Clare, Donegal, Galway, Mayo, 
Leitrim, and Sligo, to ascertain) the effect of 
basic slag on pasture, and to cojnpare the re- 
sults obtained with those given y Peerless 
phosphate, Algerian and Gafsa mineral phos- 
phates.

Now, all 
such policies, as well as the resort to co- 
operative marketing, are dependent for their 
ultimate success upon carefully devised and 
efficient educational methods. They involve 
the effective agency of experts, but they 
require, far - more tha the employ- 
ment of a small “army “' of 
skilled and trained advisers, an intel- 
ligent, disciplined, and active acquiescence 
on the part of the people themselves in the 
efforts which their Governments or—aa in the 
case of co-operation—their voluntary assoeia- 
tions are putting forth on their behalf, and 
this, we fear, is just the point at which we 
are weakest in Ireland, 


Brightening Rural Life. 


There is‘ nothing to be gained by blaming 
the farmer for that weakness, for the lack, for 
instance, of loyal support of his co-operative 
society, to which the I. A.0.S. report no doubt 
justly adverts. It is a weakness which must 
overcome if co-operation is to me the 
great national success in Ireland which it has 
proved to be in Denmark.

Better Seeding and Manuring. 

In conclusion, he pointed out that in addi- 
tion to the law of diminishing returns, there 
was also what might*be called the law of the 
minimum. . Briefly, this law states that 
efficiency in production depends upon the 
efficiency of the weakest factor involved in 
production, that the strength of a chain de- 

nds upon the strength of the weakest link 
in the chain. i 

Improvements in seeding, manuring, culti- 
vation, etc., must go hand in hand if the best 
possible results are te be obtained. Increased 
manuring may not pay with one variety; 1 
may pay with a different variety. One variety 
may not prove efficient on unmanured land ; it 
may do so on manured land. And_neither 
manuring or seeding can have the best effect 
unless ‘the methods of cultivation are suitable.

INDUSTRIAL COURTS AND 
STRIKES. 


In the House of Lords last night, Lord Ask- 
wit mov&l the second reading of the In- 
dustrial Courts Amendment Bill, which seeks 
to amend the Jew with respect to the refer- 
ence of trade disputes to courts of inquiry 
established under Part 2 of the Industrial 
Courts Act, 1919. The bill provides that 
where the Minister of Labour has referred a 
trade dispute to a court of inquiry it shall be 
unlawful before and during the inquiry, and 
hefore the report to the Minister, for any 
employer to declare or cause a. lock-out, or 
for any workman to go on strike on account 
of such dispute. Lord Askwith said that the 
necessity for something of this sort being 
done was apparent from the fact that in 
January 629, days were lost, and in 
February 699,000 days, through trade dis- 
putes. 

Earl Buxton approved the bill, and Vis- 
count Cave mi that if trade unions had 
a right to strike, there should be some right 
in the commufiity as a whole to see that 
such privileges were not abused. 

The Tord Chancellor said that the Govern- 
ment intended, as soon as possible, to set up 
an investigation with a view to determining 
whether, with the co-operation of- trade 
unions or otherwise, it was possible to miti- 
gate the circumstances which led to indus- 
trial unrest. He could hold out no hope that 
the Government would support the bill, be- 
lieving, as he did, that it would make things 
more difficult than they were at present.

SUCCESSFUL PROPAGANDA IN 
GREAT BRITAIN. 

Ireland at the moment does not come within 
the scope of the —_— being waged by 
the National Milk Publicity Council for the 
education of the public in regard to the food 
value of milk, so as to lead to a larger con- 
sumption of liquid milk, and also for the 
attainment of a higher standard of quality in 
regard to the milk delivered to consumers. 
The Council, however, will gladly respond to 
any inquiries from Iteland for advice or 
information. 

It is obvious, the Council hold, that an 
increase in the consumption of liquid milk 
must benefit all sections of the community— 
producers, distributors, and consumers. for 
the farmer who is forced by agricultural con- 
ditions to turn his land into pasture it solves 
the problem of profitably utilising his surplus 
of milk; to the distributer it means increased 
sales and profits, while to the consumer it 
brings better health and physique. 

Propaganda campaigns have been success- 
fully carried out at Bristol and Eastbourne, 
and a third is now in progress at Leeds. These 
campaigns, a new feature in the Council s 
policy, and encouraged and helped by the 
health and education authorities, have so far 
more than justified themselves: 

The success of the Bristol campaign: in 
January was admitted on al] sides, a sigal 
proof of the popularity of the lectures bein 
furnished by the request of the loca 
authorities to have them continued after the 
camapign closed down. ‘turers were ac- 
cordingly left. behind, and the lectures ex- 
tended into the middle of February. 
practical demonstrations for farmers were 
particularly appreciated. 

The second campaign opened at .East- 
hourne on February 18, closing -in March. 
Here a special effort was made to 
get in touch with the school chil- 
dren, the Council’s werkers bejng afforded 
every facility by the education : who 
allowed them access to every elementary 
school in the area. A letter was received 
from the distributors’ organisation expressing 
appreciation of the work done by the lec- 
turers. The third centre selected for inten- 
sive propaganda was Leeds, i 
reported, excellent headway is being made.

The sonata recital last night at the 
Engineer's Hall, Dublin, by Mr. Arthur Duff

character. The artists were in real accord, 
and. the resulting fluency and clear definition 
made. for pleasing illustrations of Corelli, 
Beethoven, and Richard Strauss.

The ‘“‘Sarabande” was especially grate- 
ful and dignified; but for pure music the 
Beethoven ‘‘ Sonata in D Major” was the 
feature of the concert Here, from ‘cello 
and piano, was nothing but of the best. Mr. 
Schofield always shows breadth of vision in 
his work, and throughout this sonata he 
kept both phrasing and sentiment in fine 
relation. The movement, “ Adagio con molto 
sentimento d’affette’’ was very restrained and 
effective. Mr. Schofield has an artist’s eye 
for “colour,” but he uses it sparingly, hence 
his appeal. . The balance of the Beethoven 
sonata spoke of the nervous tension of both 
players. The ‘Sonata in F Major 
(Strauss) from sense of rhythm at the opening 
to its dramatic close was an arresting study. 


Miss Mary Maguire sang two groups ol 
songs with satisfying depth of tone.  Ban- 
tock’s ‘‘Ganges Song,” with its lovely 
accompaniment: two old English airs, 
“Sonntag,” from Brahms; “Ombra mai fu” 
(Handel), and “Aimable Flore”” may be 
noted, but all were charming. The Ardglass 
Boat Song (Larchet), though stirring as to 
note and appeal, revealed a rare lapse from 
Miss Maguire a usually clear diction.

JURY DISAGREEMENT AT 
FARMER’S TRIAL. 

At the Dublin Commission yesterday, be- 
fore Mr; Justice Samuels and a jury, Andrew 
Faughnan, a young County Leitrim farmer, 
was indicted for the attempted murder, by 
stiooting, of Donald Foster, a gamekeeper, at 
Lambert’s Park, County Leitrim, on the 16th 
November last.
